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AN OLD WARRIOR DEAD. 


Another hero of the late war baa 


gone to join his silent comrades in the 
"undiscovered 
country." 
General 


William Stark Boseorane, familiarly 
knowo as "Old Rose?," is dead at his 
borne near Redondo, California. He 
had been ill only a few weeks, bat for 
several days previous to his death no 
hopes had been entertained of his re- 
covery. General Bosecrans was born 
in Delaware county, Ohio, in 1819. 
He 


was raised on a farm and educated in 
the public schools. 
He 
graduated 


from West Point in 1842 and entered 
the Engineers Corps as Second Lieu- 
tenant. In 1854 be resigned from the 
army and engaged in the coal mining 
business in Ohio. 
At the outbreak of 


the war he offered his services to the 
Government and was commissioned 
Colonel of the Twenty-Third, Ohio, and 
subsequently was commissioned briga- 
dier General. He was commander of 
the department of the Cumberland, 
and engaged in many important battles. 
He resigned from the army in 1867, hav- 
ing been breveted Major General and in 
1868 he waa appointed Minister to Mex- 
ico. He waa elected to Congress in Cali- 
fornia in 1880 and re-elected in 1882, 
and at the expiration of his second 
term settled on a ranch in Los Angeles 
county. He was appointed Begister of 
the United States Treasury by Presi- 
dent Cleveland in 18S5 and filled the 
office for eight years, having been re- 
tained during Harrison's Administra- 
tion. 
Politically he affiliated with the 


Democratic party and was elected to 
Congress as a Democrat. 
Ibe old 


soldier has joined the great army on 
the unknown shore of the dark river 
which separates time from eternity, 
leaving three children, due son and 
two daughters, to mourn his departure.

CUBAN 


A report comes from Washington, 


bat it must be taken with a great "big 
grain of salt, thnt the President has 
prepared a special message to Con- 
gress in which he recommends the rec- 
ognition of Cuban independence. This 
message, it is stated, will be sent to 
Congress wittin two weeks,, but why 
he should delay is not explained. 


The Cubans have been at war with 


Spain continuously for 
more than 


three years. The Spaniards have been 
unable, though they have sent tens of 
thousands of soldiers, the flower of the 
army, to Cuba, and expended millions 
of dollars in the attempt, to subjugate 
the insurgents and quell the rebellion. 
The Senate of the 
United States 


adopted a resolution conceding that a 
state of war exists in Cuba and con- 
ceding the rights of belligerents to the 
Cubans. The President and the House 
of ^Representatives have ignored the 
resolution and Czar Reed will not. even 
permit it to be discussed iii the House. 
Such action, or rather non-action, by 
the Administration does not indicate 
that the President will favor the recog- 
nition of Cuban independence. Such 
a course might involve the United 
States in a war with Spain and there is 
no evidence whatever, notwithstanding 
bis approval of the $50,000,000 appro- 
priation bill, that the President, or the 
powers behind him, desires such a con- 
flict, however great the provocation. - 


El Liberal, a leading paper of Mad- 


rid, Spain, concludes a loug article on 
the financial condition of that country 
in this gloomy manner: 


"Undoubtedly our relations with the 


United States have been adjusted for 
the time being to the strict dictates of 
prudence, but does tne Government 
really believe that this nation will be 
able, without suffering 
irreparable 


damage, to bear even for a few mouths 
more of this anxious indecision, this 
enervating uncertainty. 


T. H. DAVIS, guardian of Princess 


Kaiulauia, has addressed an open letter 
to the Hawaiians in which he proposes 
to abandon all farther hope of a mon- 
archy for the islands and maintain a 
republic, conditionally upon the cessa- 
tion of all further work for annexation 
on tde part of American residents of 
the islands. 


This proposition, however, does not 


meet with tise approval of either the 
natives or Americans, 


Congressman 
Smith, who visited 


Havana with the Congressional Com- 
mittee to inquire into the condition of 
the reconcentrados, took a walk into 
the suburbs of the city. While talking 
to some of the people he was insulted 
by five Spanish soldiers. The Con 
gressman used 
his 
umbrella as 
; 


weapon and made it pretty lively fo 
the Dons and called them everything 
he could think of, using the best Span 
iah he could master. 
An English 


officer stood near at hand and after 
the scrimmage, he. told Mr. Smith that 
he was ready to stand by him if he 
seemed to - be getting the worst of it 
The Spanish officers found oat later 
that Mr. Smith was a member of Con 
gress and tha soldiers were forced to 
apologize. 


A new military division will be es 


tablisbed for the Southern States by 
the Secretary of War. This is cousid 
ered one of the.most significant and 
important developments of the day as 
it indicates the belief that if hostilities 
are commenced hy the Spanish, this 
part of the country will be first at- 
tacked, 


The United States Cabinet has in- 


structed the Naval 
Department to 


secure the two Brazilian warships now 
in course of construction in England 
and it is believed that the negotiations 
have been completed. 
• Since the report of the Board of In- 
quiry, the indications of the prepara- 
tions of war are more marked than 
ever. England has offered assistance 
to the United States even so far as to 
tender a fleet of battleships. Orders 
have been issued at Sandy Hook for 
the women and children, wives and 
families of government employees to 
hold themselves in readiness to leave 
Sandy Hook at a moments notice. 
President McKinley has issued orders 
for the purchase without limit, of shot 
shell and ammunition and for every 
concern having contracts with ' the 
Government for such material to go to 
work at full capacity.

Even a Drop of Lemonade IB Sufficient to 


Rain Their Appearance. 


American girls are fond of pearls and 


have no superstitious fears that they 
mean "tears. " Itmay not be known to 
the possessors of these gems that pearls 
are regarded as "well" or "ill" from a 
jeweler's point of view. Like human 
beings, they require fresh air to be kept 
alive. In other words, they must be 
worn and not remain too long in a clos- 
ed case.. Judges of pearls can tell by 
looking at them whether- the gem is 
"luoido"'(clear and healthy), or wheth- 
er it is beginning to be an invalid. Ex- 
perts talk of pearls "dying," they some- 
times becoming discolored and turning 
black. 


A black pearl may be a handsome 


stone, but it has not the evanescent 
rainbow suggestions to be seen in a 
milky or rosy pearl. ' Italian women, 
who know a great deal about pearls, 
•wear their necklaces and "ropos" con- 
stantly. 
This gives them the light and 


air required by the mysterious forma- 
tions, and yet they are uot exposed to 
the chances of discoloration by being 
touched with acid. 


It is easier to keep pearls in fair con- 


dition when they are set iu a Jacopin 
or in neckiaees. 
It is hard to care for 


•them in a finger ring. One must bo care- 
ful to remove them not only in washing 
tho hands, but they should never be 
worn when there is likelihood of being 
touched by food or drink. 


About a month ago the owner of a 


beautiful pink pearl worn in a finger 
ring was alarmed to find the stone was 
darkening and becoming covered with 
an opaque dark crnst She took it to he. 
jeweler, who pronounced it a ca=e o 
"scale. " He told her the delicate sub 
stance bad been in contact with some 
acid, and as she insisted this had not 
happened he reminded her that a drop 
of lemonade would be sufficient to do 
the mischief. 
She then remembered 


drinking lemonade while the ring -was 
on her ungloved hand. 


The only remedy for scale is a"remov- 


al of a whole layer of the pearl. This is 
an excessively delicate business, which 
should be done by an expert workman 
and never undertaken by apprentice 
hands. 
It is a costly businees aud re- 


duces the size and value of tlie pearl 
that must undergo the operation.—Phil 
adalphia Record.

stamped envelopes which might be re- 
deemed by it he concluded it was cheap- 
er on the whole to drop the envelopes iu 
the waste paper basket.—New York Sun.

Their Ingenuity In Getting Around a lo- 


cal Hoosier Ordinance. 


"As I stopped to change cars at 


Princeton, Ind.," said a gentleman who 
has just arrived in the city from Ken- 
tucky, "I was greatly puzzled at the 
sight which met my eyes. Though my 
home is near Princeton, I had never 
been in the town before and I had uo

vfc.H3MTED SILK. 


Sometimes Ninety Per Cent of the Ma- 


terial I» Foreign Substance. 


At the present day the practice of 


weighting silks by means of astringent 
extracts, i-alts of tin, silicate and phos- 
phate of soda and a variety of other 
substances all more or less injurious to 
the wear of the fiber, has reached such 
a height that it is seriously affecting 
the trade. This is especially the case as 
regards black silk, bat fabrics of other 
colors suffer in the same manner. 


It used to be remarked that a silk 


dress or a silk handkerchief would last 
a lifetime, and this is almost true for 
absolutely pure silk. But in much of 
the fabric sold at the present day there 
is not more than 10 or 12 per cent of 
real silk, all the rest being extraneous 
matter applied to the fiber in the decep- 
tive process of "weighting." 


Pure silk, when bnrned, leaves a 


quantity of ash which is always consid- 
erably less than 1 per cent, bnt the ash 
left by some weighted silks has been 
found to amount to as much as 48 per 
cent of the weight of the fabric. 


The extraneous substances to which, 


we have alluded are caused to adhere to 
the fiber by passing the skeins through 
hot baths of tannin extracts, tin salts, 
salts of iron, antimony, potash, etc., 
and it has been found that when a silk 
much charged with such substances is 
heated it will not bum with flame, but 
will only smolder away, leaving a very 
large amount of ash behind. 


Bnt these weighted silks are, how- 


ever, of so combustible a nature that 
eorne have been known to take fire spon- 
taneously, a result due to the gradual 
decomposition of the substances used 
for weighting, and disastrous fires have 
been traced to this cause. Spontaneous 
combustion is liable to break out more
